The Police Department's con- 
tinuing drive against reckless 
driving was marked by the ar- 
rest of 70 additional speeders 
in the 24 hours ending at 7 
a.m. today, Capt. Troy Ferber, 
acting head of the Traffic Divi- 
sion, announced. 

In\ addition to the speeding 
arrests, police booked 23 drivers 
for violating electric signals or 
stop signs in the 24-hour period. 

Capt, Ferber issued a warning 
against reckless driving on New 
Year's eve, urging motorists to 
“practice safety today in prep- 
aration for tomorrow night.” 

The Traffic Division had its 
three radar units in operation 
again today, in the drive to re- 
duce speeding. Two of the units 
had been under repair earlier 
in the week. : 

Accident Squad Plan Backed. 

The Traffic Committee of the 
Safety Council yesterday joined 
in the recommendation that St. 
Louis establish special police 
accident investigation squads, 
similar to squads in use in more 
than 20 other major cities. 

Louis H. Antoine, chairman 
of the committee, said it was the 
committee’s opinion that thany 
careless drivers go unpunished 
because the police department 
does not have sufficient men 
trained to evaluate accidents. 

“A much better job could be 
done if accident investigation 
squads were available,” Antoine 
observed. “It is often difficult 
to prosecute cases of careless 
driving without evidence inde- 
pendent of that provided by the 
drivers involved in an accident, 
who frequently refuse to prose- 
cute.” | 7

SNOW RAN OUT — 
BEFORE ST. LOUIS. 
GOT ITS SHARE 


The St. Louis area was spared 
the heavy snowfall that blan- 
keted much of the rest of Mis- 
souri yesterday by a difference 
of a few degrees in temperature 
and by the fact there just wasn’t 
enough snow to go around, 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said today. 

Had the temperature been 
three to five degrees lower 
throughout the day, the .11 inch 
of rain that fell after 7 a.m. 
would have produced about 1.10 
inches of snow,\he said. As it 
happened, the rain brought the 
total for the year to exactly 30 
inches and-made 1954 the first 
year in the last three to reach 
this level. Normal for a year is 
37.78 inches.

PRISON MORAL 
HAS IMPROVED 


Inmates Assert Clean-Up 
Drive Has Resulted in 
Better Food, Curbed 
Riot Threat.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dee. 30— 
Further major disorder or riot- 
ing at the state penitentiary in 
the immediate future seems un- 
likely because the vast majority 
of the inmates are convinced 
that the Legislature will soon 
make broad improvements, pris- 
oner sources in the penitentiary 
told the Post-Dispatch today. 

The prediction was qualified 
with the statement that there 
are “a few trouble-makers cap- 
able of kickfng up a row, but if 
they do, they won't be repre- 
senting the feelings of 98 per 
cent of the prisoners at this 
time.” * 

A sullen and explosive atti‘ 
tude still prevailed inside the 
‘prison walls until a day or two 


after Gov. Phil M. Donnely’s 
penal survey committee made | 
its first inspection of the peni- 
tentiary, the inmate sources told 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Food Improves. 

“A couple of days after the 
committee was here,” the in- 
mates said, “things began to 
improve. The food got better, 
and they began to clean up 
everything.” 

Prisoners “seemed generally 
to have the feeling that at last 
something was being done to 
better conditions, and so they 
began to simmer down,” the in- 
mates said. 

It is widely felt among the 
prisoners that the penal survey 
committee suggested the resig- 
nation of Thomas E. Whitecot- 
ton as director of the Depart- 
ment of Corrections, the in- 
mates told the Post-Dispatch. 
“This was a very popular move 
from the prisoners’ standpoint,” 
one inmate said. 

‘Grapevine’ News. 
, Although radios and newspa- 
| Pers were barred inside the 
prison on Oct. 23, “complete re- 
ports” nevertheless have been 
carried by “the Grapevine,” the | 
inmates said, and they knew 
about recent criticisms made by | 
some members of the penal sur- 
vey committee especially per- 
taining to food and cleanliness.

Emphasis on eliminating idle- 
ness is already being indicated 
in clean-up operations inside the 
prison, the inmates fold the 
Post-Dispatch. They said that 
for several weeks about 300 
men have been collecting and 
cleaning bricks and removing 
debris left by fires in the Sept. 
22 riot, which caused damage 
estimated at $3,000,000 and the 
loss of four lives.

But a lot of facts have to be 
learned first and it won't be 
cheap, he said. Getting clean 
air for cities may cost as much 
as getting good water or good 
sewage disposal. 

The prediction came from 
Lauren B. Hitchcock, president 
and managing director, Southern 
California Air Pollution Foun- 
dation, Los Angeles. He ad- 
dressed the first symposium on

Hitchcock said judging from 
man’s other achievements to 
date, we can believe “that air 
pollution, too, will be resolved.”

research team. 


There is hope, the experimen- 
ters said, that they may be able 
to identify the physical mechan- 
ism by which experiences are 
stamped on the mentality and 
thus kept in the storehouse of 
memory. 


Some results of experiements 
on cat brains were reported by 
Dr. Lester T. Rutledge Jr., Dr.

IN COLONEL S MURDER 


Military Court Upholds Con- 


viction of Mrs. Dorothy 
K. Smith. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (UP) 
—The United States Court of 
Military Appeals today upheld 
the murder conviction of Mrs. 
Dorothy K. Smith, daughter of 
Army Gen. Walter S. Krueger, 
in the stabbing of her husband, 
Col. Aubrey D. Smith, in Tokyo 
the night of Oct. 4-5, 1952. 

The tribunal upheld the con- 
viction, 2 to 1. 

Mrs. Smith, 42 years old, was 
convicted by a court-martial and 
is serving a life sentence. 

Her defense was insanity. The 
appeals court decision hinged 
largely on the question of the 
legal definition of insanity in 
military law. 

In appealing the conviction, 
counsel for Mrs. Smith contend- 
ed the legal technicalities had 
been too rigidly adhered to in 
ow A trial. The defense also 
questioned the propriety of hav- 
ing tried Mrs. Smith in a mili- 
tary court. The appeals court 
rejected both contentions. 

Chief Judge Robert E. Quinn, 
in a dissenting opinion, agreed 
with defense counsel that the 
technica] definition of insanity 
had been applied too strictly in 
the case.

take control of Congress next 
month, that they should wait 
perhaps as long as 60 days be- 
fore laying down a domestic pro- 
gram and that they should act 
then only if they can do so with 
unity. 

Democrats’ Responsibility. 


“No effort toward bipartisan- 
ship or ‘party unity’ such as that 
articulated by Johnson relieves 
the Democratic party of the 
pledges in the Democratic plat- 
form, or the responsibility to 
override the Administration 
where its proposals fail to meet 
national needs,” Nathan said. 

He said he thought there were 
enough moderates and. liberals 
in the Democratic and Republi- 
can parties to put across a for- 
ward-looking le tive pro- 
gram. He agreed that President 
Eisenhower had the best chance 
of any President in recent years 
to build a “moderate, progres- 
sive or liberal coalition” in Con- 
gress. 


Nathan reasoned that Mr. Eis- 
enhower can carry with him in 
support of a liberal program 
many more Republicans than 
were willing to follow Democrat- 
ic Presidents Truman and Ro@se- 
velt and a majority of the Demo- 
crats.. This would give him a 
coalition to replace’ the Southern 
Democratic-Republican grouping 
that was the effective force in 
Congress for several years be- 
fore Mr. Eisenhower's election. 

Nathan presented a formal 
A.D.A,. statement which said in 
part: 

“Responsibility split between 
a Republican Administration and 
a Democratic Congress poses a 
challenge to each, which neither 
can meet by agreed-upon inac-

He cannot do justice to 
the great issues of our time, 
or even to his ‘moderate pro- 
gressivism,’ by watering down 
crucial proposals to pacify the 
conservative elements of both 
parties. 

“Similarly, Democratic con- 
gressional leadership must adopt 
and pursue a progressive legis- 
lative program consistent with 
the principles of their party 
platform. That party will earn 
voter support in 1956 which 
faces up to the responsibility of 
government.” 

The first item In the A.D.A. 
25-point legislative program was 
a recommendation for a _ long- 
range plan of economic aid to 
underdeveloped countries. This 
would include grants, loans and 
technical assistance. 

Nathan, who is economic ad- 
viser to Burma and who spends 
considerable time each year in 
the Far East, said such a pro- 
gram would be the most effec- 
tive way to combat Communism 
in Asia. 

He said the policy of the Com- 
munists is to try to undercut the 
Asian governments and to “feed 
on their seeming hopelessness,” 
and that an aggressive aid pro- 
gram would give the Asian 
hope for a “brighter tomorrow.

To Improve a Prison 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As one who has worked in correc- 
tional settings I have followed with 
great interest the recent difficulties 
at the penitentiary. 

Of special interest to me has been 

_, the recommendations of the Gover- 
nor’s committee. They represent 
needed changes and are excellent as 
far as they go. But they gloss over 
two all-important points. 

The inmate is concerned with ‘‘get- 
ting out’’—it is a continuous, over- 
riding, all important point of conver- 

gation. Take away this hope and 

_ there will be dispair and rebellion. 
The fact that there are ex-policemen 
on the parole board—regardless of 
their competence and _ integrity— 
creates feelings and attitudes ex- 
pressed to me many times as a result 
of the same situation, of “They put 
me in here and they won't let me 
out.” 


Incidentally they were paraphras- 
ing the words of a former police- 
man who was made the State Execu- 
tive Clemency Secretary where I 
worked: “I put them there and Ill 
keep them there.” 

There is a more subile, underlying 

« meaning. Freedom is not only physi- 

~ eal freedom—it is also the right to 
think, to have something to say about 
one’s situation. An inmate has no 
rights but only privileges granted to 
him not by the state but by the pris- 
on administration including the 
guards. Your recent articles con- 
cerning the quality of guard person- 
nel and prison administration show 

~ how capriciously and inadequately 
the inmates would be treated as hu- 
man beings. We have seen the price 
of failing to face this. 

Nearly all who go into prison re- 
turn to their community. It has been 

. . estimated that 95 per cent of those 
sentenced are released to their 
community. The crux of prison ad- 
ministration is: How can we hold 
these men, and what will they be like 
upon release? 


If we are concerned only with the 

* = first, the recommendations. of the 

* = Governor's committee will suffice: 

* ** Use convict labor for the state’s bene- 

-- fit, run the prison economically and 
efficiently on a basis of making it 
pay for itself, keep the buildings 
clean and sanitary and so on.

Ernest K. Lindley combines qualities not al- 
ways found in Washington commentators. He 
seeks to report the high spots of the news in his 
Washington Tides column in Newsweek maga- 
zine. And he cares about the causes and effects 
of this news—in short, he cares about where we 
are heading in the United States. 

Writing about the firing of Wolf Ladejinsky 
in the current issue of Newsweek, Mr. Lindley 
calls for a “fresh look at security."’ He says that 
some who are responsible for administering the 
lovalty-security code have allowed “fear of at- 
tack from extremists in Congress” to cause them 
to “subordinate sober judgment.” He concludes; 

Its loyalty-security system has subjected 
the Eisenhower Administration to a long 
series of embarrassments. Its first public 
reports on the numbers of employes found to 
be ‘risks’ were shown to be heavily padded. 

Its later reports were more carefully 
drawn but each of them has contained patent 
flaws. Some highly publicized cases will 
haunt the men who decided them—and the 
Administration—for a long time to come. 

As the President confirmed a few weeks 
ago, the Administration is reviewing the loy- 
alty-security sy$tem. Many officials are un- 
easy about it—if only because it has caused 
growing criticism and ridicule. But many of 
them now have a vested interest in defend- 
ing it. Their thinking about it is cloudy. 

In this field the Administration needs the 
help of a fresh look by fresh minds—a non- 
partisan commission of private citizens. 


The eventual solution to the security confu- 
sion will be, in our opinion, just what Mr. Lind- 
ley recommends: a “fresh look by fresh minds.” 
The Post-Dispatch first proposed such a. non- 
partisan commission of outstanding citizens, ina 
major editorial entitled “America’s Grave Need,” 
June 26. 1949. That was five and a half years 
ago, and, as it happens, eight months before the 
country heard anvthing at all from Senator Mc- 
Carthy of Wisconsin on the subject of Commu- 
nism and security in the United States. 

Much of the self-serving exploitation and head- 
line-seeking af the last five years might have 
been avoided if such a commission had been put 
on the job by the then President Truman before 
McCarthyism took to the road. Why President 
Eisenhower, who appointed so many commissions 
in his first year in office, did not appoint a 
group for this purpose, remains a mystery. It 
must have been due to the obvious White House 
policy of trving to get along with the .G.O.P. 
rock thrower from Wisconsin. 

But while responsible officials have achieved 
almost nothing to separate a wholly proper and 
necessary secumty program from a ruinous over- 
caution that kills initiative, fortunately there is 
hopeful activity on another front. 

The New York Herald Tribune, one of the 
newspapers represented im the symposium on the 
Ladejinsky case on this page yesterday, reports 

that the Ford Foundation’s Fund for the Repub- 
lic has set aside $100,000 for just such a study. 
The Herald Tribune says that the Association of 
the Bar of New York will undertake the assign- 
ment. and that the two organizations will work 
closely together. 

Meanwhile the Eisenhower Administration 
may reflect on the fact that co-ordination be- 
tween executive departments in the Ladejinsky 
case was simply non-existent. 
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Treat Victory With Caution 

One of the finest athletic successes of 1954 
waited until nearly the end of the year—the 
reconquest of the Davis Cup by the United. 
States tennis team, led by Vie Seixas and Tony 
Trabert. But perhaps the team captain, Bill 
Talbert. should have been satisified with that 
much, instead of predicting that the cup would 
remain in American hands for awhile. 

Prospects did not seem so rosy earlier this 
year. Australia had had the tennis championship 
for four long years and the young players Down 
Under showed no signs of passing it around. 

The United States, in fact, never had-a really 
solid grip on the handle of the Davis Cup. For 
eight years after cup play began in 1903, Britain 
or Australia regularly defeated the United 
States. This country had a seven-year hold on 
it in the ’20s and kept it most of time from 
1937 to 1949. But such a cup never runneth 
over just for one nation. There must be long 
drouths, and that is the way it should be. 

Anyway, the cup is coming back, and with a 
bow to the Australians, let us settle for that. 
A certainty is better than a prediction, espe- 
cially the way a tennis ball bounces. 
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Build Up the Reserves First 

Republican Congressman Gerald R. Ford of 
Michigan has made an eminently sensible rec- 
ommendation. 

Mr. Ford, who has been chairman of the 
House Appropriations subcommittee which han- 
dies Army funds, says that the time to make 
further defense cuts will be after a new and 
adequate reserve system is developed. He takes 
the sound position that if more cuts are made 
before a revitalized reserve establishment comes 
into being, our defense can only be the weaker. 

It ought to be obvious to any one that if the 
cuts come first the country may, as a conse- 
quence, find itself in grave danger. We sympa- 
thize with the commendable desire to balance 
the budget, but it would be false economy to 
balance at the risk of the nation’s very life. 

Mr. Ford has the specific: build up the re- 
serves to a real defense force first. 
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Bouquet for Henri Bonnet 

Henri Bonnet, French Ambassador preparing 
to leave Washington, represents a special kind 
of consistency in French governmental affairs 
which Americans should appreciate. 

Through a troubled decade—from DeGaullism 
and alliance with Russia to troubles with Com- 
munism and reverses in Indochina—Mr. Bonnet 
worked diligently to give Americans some under- 
standing of French affairs and, what was more 
difficult, to give his own government an accu- 
rate if sometimes unwanted report on America. 
French governments changed repeatedly but this 
French Ambassador remained for 10 hard years. 

Perhaps this long tenure, in the midst of 
French political upheavals, will strike Ameri- 
cans as odd. We do not do things that way. 

Our national government is, by comparison 
with the French, remarkably stable. But when 
it does change our ambassadors are tossed out 
of office right and left and new ones are found. 
Too often good men, such as Chester Bowles, 
former envoy to India, are shunted to private 
life. Men of little diplomatic experience are 
sometimes substituted for career officers. And 
in recent years some of our professional diplo- 
mats have been hounded for unpopular opinions. 

French governments may seem to change as 
easily as December weather in St. Louis, but 
the French appear to know a good envoy when 
they have one, and their foreign service is not 
as subject to political whims as our own. Maybe 
they have something there. 

St. Louisans and residents of nearby Illinois 
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remember with pleasure Henri Bonnet’s visit at 
the time of the 250th anniversary of the found- 
ing of Cahokia in 1949. They will join many 
other Americans in hoping for him une bonne 
annee magnifique! 
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No Disgrace If Fair 

Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold of the 
United Nations is going to China by way of 
Britain and India. Both stops are useful. They 
should emphasize that he approaches Peiping not 
as a representative of the United States but as 
spokesman for the free world.in general. These 
stops should therefore lend the broadest possi- 
ble sanction to his mission. 

That mission is twofold—first, to transmit 
the General Assembly's condemnation of Com- 
munist China's course in imprisoning 11 Amer- 
ican flyers, and second, to seek their release and 
the release of all other captured personnel of 
th United Nations Command in Korea. 

Mr. Hammarskjold has previously called at- 
tention to the fact that he will not be in the 
position of a bargainer, and that he does not 
intend to “beg” for favorable action by Peiping. 
But while he can make. no firm commitments 
for either party to this dispute, he can, if Pei- 
ping permits, go far toward making a solution 
possible. Specifically, he can help create the 
conditions under which Americans held by the 
Chinese could be exchanged for Chinese students 
detained in the United States. 

If reasonable and fair terms for such an ex- 
change can be worked out, we see no reason 
why it should not be undertaken. 
ment is on weak moral ground when {ft holds 
Chinese students in this country against their 
will. Since the students ought to be free to go 
home in any case, to exchange them for mill- 
tary prisoners on fair terms would make sense. 
In the words of The Providence Sunday Journal: 

If a deal can be negotiated to return our 

nationals, we in this country should be pre- 

pared to greet it realistically as the achieve- 
ment it would in fact represent. There is 
no real justification of morality or pride for 
rejecting the trade concept as degrading, 
if it affords an opportunity to achieve free- 
dom with honor and to avoid an alternative 
that would be charged with peril for the 


whole of humanity. 
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Speaking for More Than Farmers 

In more wavs than one, the American Farm 
Bureau Federation's new president is exception- 
ally well suited to his job. 

Charles B. Shuman, as president of the Illi- 
nois Agricultural Association, represents the lead- 
ing state in Farm Bureau membership. As oper- 
ator of a large and successful commercial farm 
near Sullivan, he represents the predominant 
economic interest in the federation. As a backer 
of flexible farm price supports he lines up with 
the Eisenhower Administration, and yet as a 
Democrat he gets along with Southern members 
of the federation who generally tend to favor 
rigid price supports. 

Mr. Shuman’s first responsibility will prob- 
ably be to head the federation’s fight for liberal- 
ized foreign trade policy. Interested in expanded 
farm markets, the federation is backing a four- 
year extension of the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act and other measures directed toward 
expanded international trade. Here is a cause 
which serves the interest not only of large com- 
mercial farmers but of the nation at large. We 
wish both Mr. Shuman and the Farm Bureau 
success in their advocacy of it. 
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A Salesman’s Third Mission 

For the third time, Eric Johnston will fly to 
the Middle East next month. His mission is the 
same as before: as a special representative of 
President Eisenhower, to sell Israel and its 
Arab neighbors on the desirability of a “Jordan 
River TVA.” As a result of preparatory work 
on his other two trips and since, hopes are run- 
ning high for success of the mission. 

The warmth of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion’s support for the TVA principle in Israel, 
as contrasted with its cold hostility to the same 
principle in America’s mid-South, has been 
amply commented on before. We regret that 
the contrast, which might almost be described 
as stark, has not led the Administration to take 
a kindlier view of the genuine and original 
TVA. Yet we are glad that on the other hand 
there has been no evident cooling of its ardor 
for the Jordan River copy. Better a political 
contradiction than the abandonment of a prom- 
ising Middle Eastern project. 

The great promise of the project is not only 
one of a vast resource development that will 
benefit both Israeli and the Arabs, and provide 
the economic base for resettlement of Arab 
refugees. There is also the promise that if 
Israeli and. Arabs can only be brought to com- 
pose their differences on the distribution of 
irrigation water and the use of common natural 
resources, the groundwork will be laid for ulti- 
mate composition of other differences as well. 

Israel and the Arabs, like other parts of the 
world with conflicting outlooks and interests, 
must learn to live together. If a Jordan River 
TVA helps to speed the reconciliation, it will 
be doubly valuable.

Magazine predicts what technology has in store for business 
and everyday life; lists lifetime tires, gas turbine autos, cancer 
treatments, ‘electronic brains’ for offices, new metals; all this 
means more expense and ingenuity, but a sounder economy, too. 


From Business Week 


Almost every important advance in 
technology leads to new capital ex- 
penditures by industry. It leads, either 
directly or indirectly, to more jobs and 
higher standards of living, Continuing 
scientific and technical discoveries make 
up one of the main driving forces be- 
hind the United States economy. 

Business Week reporters across the 
country set out to find how powerful 
that driving force is. They asked this 
question of industrial and research lead- 
ers in a’ broad cross-section of business 
and science: “What technical advance 
are you waiting for—an advance defi- 
nitely expected within the next five 
years?” 

The leaders weren't content to stay 
within a boundary of five years. They 
ranged ahead 15, sometimes 20 years. 
And the things they saw there, they 
insisted, were not visions, but cold 
probabilities—ranging from the locomo- 
tive that runs on sun power to clothing 
that’s cheap enough to be thrown away 
after it has been worn just once. 


Business men in Detroit see the gas 
turbine automobile coming soon, though 
you hear strong bearish arguments on 
that score. In Pittsburgh, they see a 
way to get steel directly from concen- 
trated iron ore. 

Medical researchers expect to develop 
life-saving treatments for several types 
of heart trouble and of cancer within 
the next decade. A new drug to relieve 
hypertension—one cause of heart trou- 
ble—has already come on the scene. 


A 100,000-Mile Tire? 


Everywhere you listen, you hear ex- 
cited talk of developments in the seed- 
‘ling stage. You hear of food preserved 
by atomic radiation instead of freezing. 
Plastic dies instead of steel ones for 
metal fabricating. High-frequency sound 
waves cleaning sheet steel. 


You can get an idea of what’s coming 
when you look at some of the elec- 
tronic equipment that’s here already. 
One aircraft manufacturer grumbles 
that the equipment is costly to begin 
with—and the initial cost is only the be- 


ginning. The same amount of money . 


is paid out over and over again just for 
maintenance. 

But such problems as these will not 
hold technology back. It’s bound to 
roll forward. 


Start with your car, Take the tires. 
In Akron, the goal—-perhaps 10 years 
away—is a 100,000-mile tire that’s good, 
roughly, for the life of the car. This 
hope is ‘based on the marked: progress 
that has been made in synthetic rubber. 


Take the headlights. A new. head- 
light will appear on cars—probably by 
the middle of next year. It will make 
night driving a lot easier. The further- 
off goal is a light 10 times as powerful, 
nat an no glare. The approach: polar- 
ization. ) 


New Ways for Traffic 


Take cornering ability. The goal here 
is toward lower and lower cars that can 
take curves with the ease of today’s 
racing cars, yet won't sacrifice the 
family-type ride. 

Take appearance. Some auto oo 
ers think the sliding door is not far 
away. And the.search is on for stronger 
glass—glass with better visibility, and 
structural strength great enough to sup- 
port the roof of the cat. the wind- 
shield wiper is an antique and has to go. 
Perhaps the answer is in a ‘glass that 
repels dampness. 

Take roads. Away off in the future, 
some transportation men see miles of 
safe, high-speed, single-lane highways 
in which the cars’ wheels travel in shal- 
low concrete channels. Once the motor- 
ist is on the road, his steering is con- 
trolled by the channels. His speed and 
braking are controlled also, probably

cars electronically. 

Closer at hand is the possibility that 
autos will travel from’ city to city on 
flatear trains. Each track could carry 
several times as many cars per hour as 
a double-lane highway does now. 


Here you find some bold new devel- 
opments close at hand. One is chem- 
milling—chemical etching or sculptur- 
ing of metals instead of using the con- 
ventional milling machine. Right now, 
a pilot plant near Los Angeles is mill- 
ing aluminum with a chemical etch. 

Chem-milling already is yielding 
cheaper, lighter parts; closer tolerances. 
The equipment needed for chem-milling 
is cheaper—$30,000 against some $200,- 
000 for a single milling machine. 

In the Texas oilfields a new kind of 
drill is being tested now. It can get to 
oil in areas where hard rock had always 
prevented penetration. 


More and More Computers 


In the electronics industry, most men 
give the vacuum tube just a few more 
years. Then transistors will take over. 
One executive talks about a 50 cent 
transistor with an indefinite life. He 
thinks it will be here in five years. 


Electronics experts also talk of spe- 
cialized computers. The computer was 
first developed as a tool for scientists. 
Now, computer manufacturers are work- 
ing toward types designed for specific 
jobs in industry. For instance, likely 
developments in the near future are a 
desk-size computer for offices, a com- 
puter to control machine tool operations, 
others to schedule production. 


In metals production, the talk every- 
where is super-alloys. The aircraft in- 
dustry is using these new metals right 
now, for nothing else will stand up 
so well under the terrific heat of a 
jet engine. 


The most promising of the new metals 
is titanium. It’s used sparingly now, for 
it’s hard to work and costs a minimum 
of $5 a pound. Within five years, the 
labs expect.to change this. Afterward, 
titanium will probably move into ship- 
building—because of its lightness and 
resistance to corrosion; and into super- 
sonic flight—because of its strength at 
high temperatures. 


Substitutes for Land 


Chemical engineers, meanwhile, are 
worried about land. In time, the land 
available today may become too expen- 
sive to use for growing certain basic 
food and clothing crops, and for raising 
forests for the nation’s shelter needs. 

One answer lies in synthetic substi- 
tutes. Chemistry has made some prog- 
ress along this line with clothing, but 
so far relatively little with food. 

Water is another answer. Within five 
years, chemists may find an economical 
way to recover fresh water from the 
sea—for irrigating barren lands. And 
perhaps in 10, more probably in 20 
years, chemists may learn how to dupli- 
cate the process of photosynthesis. This 
is. the process by which plants use light 
to make food. It may have great im- 
portance to human needs. : 

Atomic energy is expected to make 
great strides within the next five years. 
Within 15 years, many scientists be- 
lieve, 5 per cent to 10 per cent of all 
electrical energy will come from atomic 
power. Within 10 years, radioisotopes in

Mankind in Perspective 
THE STORY OF MAN, by Carleton $. Coon, 

Alfred A. Knopf, 425 pqs., $6.75.) 

Putting the human race in perspee 
tive is the object of the noted anthro- 
pologist, Carleton Coon’s latest book. 
Most. of us are so busy with daily af- 
fairs.or the worries of the world, or 
both, ‘that we seldom pause for new 
insights into .the activities of man. 

Now within the covers of one excel- 
lentlent book, we find the story of man 
sketched in broad terms but with re- 
markable attention to detail. 

Coon divides human history into four 
phases: “In the first, modern mani, 
Homo sapiens, the intelligent animal, 
was but one of many competing species 
of two-legged, two-handed, ground-liv- 
ing animals of the primate family... . 
In phase two, man learned to cook food 
and to sew warm clothing. . . . In the 
third phase he tamed the barnyard ani- 
mals, began culti- 
vating plants, in- 
vented pottery, 
built wagons, 
smelted copper, in- 
vented writing, 
and embarked on a 
rapid sequence of 
cultural advances 
that moved swiftly 
to horses, iron, 
money, common 
printing, deep wa- 
ter ships, coke, 
steam engines, elec- 
tricity, and all the 
modern inventiors 
that have led us 
into the global travel, communications, 
and trade of the present day. 

“During this phase, he wasted the ma- 
terials of the earth and found the 
means to destroy it. ... We now 
stand on the threshold of phase four 
of history, faced with a triple choice. 
Either the world will be destroyed, or 
nature will regain its balance at man’s 
expense, or man will restore nature 
without loss of his cultural heritage 
when he learns to unify the cultures of 
the world, just as his ancestor made 
man a single species.” 

While elaborating these phases, most- 
ly the first three, Coon posits some in- 
teresting anthropological conclusions. 
He points out,.for example, that the 
chief importance of fire lay in cooking 
because this freed man from eating al- 
most all of his waking hours. Racial dif 
ferences which so often poison inter- 
group relationships are explained as a 
function of heat and light: “In man as 
in animals and birds, races seem to exist 
for the principal purpose of accommo- 
dating the organism to differences in 
heat, visible light and (ultra-violet) ra- 
diation.” 

“The central theme of this book is 
that man has been converting energy 
into social structure at an ever-increas- 
ing- pace."’ Modern man therefore has 
the most complex society, and herein 
lies the chief criticism to be made. It 
is impossible to describe and analyze 
the nations of the twentieth century in 
one book, yet this is claimed to be the 
full story of man. Coon’s anthropology 
is considered highly satisfactory by 
other anthropologists, but his political 
judgments about peace in the atomic 
age seem somewhat naive. One big hap- 
py world is easier to write about than 
to bring about. It is not true, moreover, 
that man must form one society or face 
atomic destruction as the author im- 
plies. There are other possibilities.

A reduction in the city’s high 
infant mortality rate and gains 
in combating tuberculosis, in- 
fantile paralysis and veneral 
diseases were registered in 1954, 
Health Commissioner J. 
Smith reported today. 

“The total of 554 infant 
deaths recorded to date is still 
too high,” Dr. Smith stated, “‘but 
comparison of the 1954 esti- 
mated infant mortality rate of 
27.6 per 1000 live births with 
last year’s rate of 29.4 and the 
high rate of 31.9 for 1952 is en- 
couraging.” 

A committee of 45 physicians 
has made a study of the high 
infant mortality rate here. Its 
report should result in estab- 
lishment of specialized nurseries 
equipped to care for premature 
babies, with the result that many 
infants weighing 52 pounds or 
less will have a better chance 
to live, Dr. Smith continued. 

For the first time since the 
city began keeping public health 


records, not one case of diph- 
theria has been reported in 1954. 
Tuberculosis deaths declined to 


154, a decrease of nearly 8 per 
cent from the 1953 total. 

There were 55 resident cases 
of poliomyelitis and four deaths 
reported, the lowest number 
since 1950. The number of ma- 


Earliternal deaths dropped from 13 


in 1953 to 10 in 1954. 

Deaths from all causes were 
estimated at 9339, lowest num- 
ber since 1949. This will give 
St. Louis a rate of 10.7 per 1000 
population, as compared to 11.4 
in 1953. 

On the other side of the 
ledger, the toll taken by long- 
term, chronic diseases continued 
to rise. Heart ailments, cancer 
and vascular lesions of the cen- 
tral nervous system, in the order 
named, were the leading causes 
of death. 

Average life span has gone up 
to about 70 years, but 47 per 
cent of all deaths occur before 
65. The diseases most likely to 
appear in middle and later life 
more often than not can be pre- 
vented or checked if detected in

On the basis of ringside and 
television views of Olson, this 
writer's vote would have to 
be cast for him. Bobo hasn't 
the physical attributes of Mar- 
ciano. He has to work harder 
to win because he does not 
have the punch in his class 
that Rocky has in his. That 
would seem to entitle Bobo to 
all the more credit. Olson is 
a master craftsman. He has 
to make the most of the abili- 
ties nature gave him. Rocky 
can overcome his many weak- 
nesses as a boxer by the power 
of his punch. 

Both are very good men. 
They are a credit to their 
chosen profession, and others 
in the boxing game would do 
well to pattern after them. 

There is crying about the 
Jack of talent in boxing, and 
there js a scarcity of outstand- 
ing performers. Television 
shows grind out the boxers 
faster than they can come up. 
But what all of this will lead 
to is anybody's guess.

N THE days before Kefau- 

ver, a gentleman named 

Tom Kearney lived long, 
did good deeds and waxed 
great in the city of St. Louis, 
Mo. He kept a modest busi- 
ness establishment on Twelfth 
boulevard with a sign on its 
narrow front reading, “Smoke 
Shop,” and a few tired cigars 
and dusty cigarette packs in 
the show window. Customers 
did not enter Tom Kearney’s 
to buy tobacco or, primarily, 
to smoke it. 


Mr. Kearney was a book- 
maker of such smothering re- 
spectability that the newspa- 
pers identified him as a “bet- 
ting commissioner.” The news 
service wires carried his odds 
on the baseball pennant races 
from coast to coast. He also 
operated a widely known fu- 
ture book on the Kentucky 
Derby, and this was the source 
of one of the pleasantest and 
most durable bits of fiction 
that ever enriched American 
letters. 


Mr. Kearney is gone to his 
reward now, and his touching 
tale of the trials of a future 
boé& operator went to the 
grave with him. For many 
years, though, it wrung the 
hearts of newspaper readers 
regularly on the first Monday 
after the first Saturday of 
May. 

“Well, Tom,” some news- 
paperman was annually as- 
signed to. inquire on that 
Monday after the derby, “how 
did the book do this year?” 


“Pretty good,” Mr. Kear- 
ney would reply. “Prettinear 
broke even. This.one wasn’t 
like 1924——” aand_ then, 
never varying the recital by 
a syllable, he would relate 
how in that year Black Gold 
opened at 100 to 1, was 
backed down to odds of 7 
to 5 at the post, and won by 
half a length, shattering the 
winter books across the land 
and costing the Kearney es- 
tablishment a cool $100,000.

Y THE TIME they had

“1 Love Lucy” 
manages to stay up there—if you believe in 
ratings and I don’t—fairly consistently but it 
has Lucille Ball, who is a very fine comedienne, 
and some ingenious writing—and even then it’s 
getting pretty monotonous.

ONE OF THE REASONS for Ed Sullivan's 
continued success is that you never quite know 
what he’s going to come up with next. I don’t 
mean simply that the magicians and the dog 
acts change—although that’s part of it, too—but 
the whole nature of the show changes. One 
minute he’s extolling Oscar Hammerstein, next 
the history of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, and the 
next minute it’s straight vaudeville.

Americans Have Never Had to Borrow From Europe in Preparing It

T least one major contribu- 
A tion to the art of cooking 
has been made by the Amer- 
icans in the form of ham. We 
have never. had to borrow from 
the French or the Italians in 
preparing the haunch of the 
hog in a manner which is fa- 
mous all over the world. 
Ham has always been a man’s 
job, from the first farmer, who

The plainsman laid the 
groundwork for all the recipes, 
In the old days hams were plen- 
tiful, and the pioneers got busy 
figuring out a way to preserve 
and cook them. Their crude ef- 
forts were rewarded and in time 
the sincere eaters of the west- 
ern states had a ham that 
ranked high among the best. It 
was ham cooked in paper, and 
here's how: 


ham and stick holes in it with 
an ice pick and then put 
cloves in the holes. Then mix a 
crushed clove of garlic with 
salad oil and rub the skin side 
of the ham thoroughly. Rub the 
other side with brown sugar. 
Now take some butcher paper,

Wrap it with a second 
sheet and then cover all the 
cracks with flour and water 


paste. The pioneers used to tie 
it with a wire so it could be 
lifted out of the pit in which 
they baked it. But the chances 
are you aren't going to dig a 
pit, so you can skip the wire. 
Bake it in a slow oven about 
the usual time, depending on its 
size, and when it’s done, all the 
escaping juices will be caught in 
the paper ready to be poured 
onto a platter, and the juice 
runs a close second to the ham 
as a gastronomic treat. 
Nowadays the Little Woman's 
idea of baking a ham is to give 
it a fast swipe with some brown

sugar, stick in a clove here and 
there and slap it In the oven. It 
emerges dry and scraggly and 
looking slightly disreputable. It 
doesn’t look a thing like those 


four-color ads in the _ ladies’ 
magazines. The ham’s natural 
puiciness cooks away while she 
isn’t looking, 

Most women, too, are baffled 
when they encounter a smoked 
ham. <A well smoked ham is 
among the more priceless gifts 
bestowed on mere man and 
should be treated with appro- 
priate respect. The first. course 


in the handling of a smoked ham 
is to dunk it in a kettle of cold 
water and let it soak overnight. 
Provided, of course, you plan to 
bake. Hf you’re going to cut 
slices and fry them, than which 
there are few things better, leave 
it alone. 

After it has soaked put it in 
a boiler and bring the water to 
the boiling point and let it sim- 
mer very lightly for 30 minutes 
per pound of ham. Never, never, 
let it boil. When it has simmered 
long enough let it cool, then re- 
move the skin. It’s now ready 


to bake, and there are several 
methods of procedure.

N some parts of the South 
| they take the ham at this point, 

wipé it dry, and then make a 
cornmeal paste out of quart of 
cornmeal, a tablespoon of pepper 
and a cup of brown Sugar, with 
just enough water to make a 
thick paste. They cover the ham 
with this, in a layer about an 
inch or more thick. Then they 
bake it for three or four hours, 
depending on its size, adding 
a little water now and then, 

When it's done peel off the 
plaster, cover it with bread 
crumbs and put it back in the 
oven until the crumbs are gold- 
en brown, 
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NEW YORK restaurant fam- 
A ous for its ham has a system 

which apparently never fails. 
Like this: Soak the ham over- 
night. Then put it in water to 
which a pound of brown sugar 
and six cut-up apples have been 
added. Simmer it two or three 
hours, depending on size. Take 
it out, trim off the skin and 
excess fat, and remove the bone. 
Then make a mixture, just thin 
enough to pour, of brown sugar, 
a little prepared mustard, and 
sherry wine. Pour this over the 
ham and bake it in a moderate 
oven for half an hour, basting 
now and then. 
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T'S pretty hard to ruin fried 
| nam. It has a certain brave 

determination which makes it 
stay good, even with the most 
incompetent handling. You just 
about have to burn it to a crisp 
to ruin it. 

But if you want to find out 
how good it can really be, try 
this: Put a thick slice of ham 
in an iron skillet. Cook it slowly, 
and as it cooks, pour on it, little 
by- little, milk or cream, which 
the meat absorbs. Keep on add- 
ing the liquid until the ham is 
done. Not only it is delicious, 
but you can cut it with a tennis 
racquet.

Using the Alphabet

66 Y child has been in school now for two years and 
M he doesn’t know the alphabet yet. What's the mat- 
ter with you school people anyway? No wonder so 

many children can’t read.” ee 
Children do need to learn the alphabet and its many 
uses in everyday life. But they can and do learn to read 
without knowing it letter by letter. In the first grade we 
teach children to read a sentence at a breath. Then they 
learn to recognize a phrase, lastly the phonic elements of 
the words. We teach them about the letters later on, usually 
in the first half of the second year. Lack of knowledge of 


the alphabet is not the reason we have non-readers. The 
reasons are more complicated than that.

BUT WE OUGHT to teach the alphabet so that our 
graduates can find a word in the dictionary or a name in 
the telephone book quickly. No long ago I saw a high school 
graduate looking for a name in the telephone directory by 
starting with the first name under the letter in question. 
When I showed her that the words were alphabetized 
through and through, that an a-n-t would follow an a-c-t 
and so on and on, she said, “Nobody ever told me that be- 
fore.” 

A dictionary and a telephone directory are essentials in 
any office. Every stenographer, secretary and executive 
needs a dictionary on his desk and he should be able to find 
any werd needed in a few seconds. This he should have 
learned in the grades of the elementary school. Trained to 
use a dictionary, any alphabetical list will become a matter 
6f course to him.

TO INSURE that this useful skill is trained into the 
habits of every schoolchild, there should be a school dic- 
tionafy supplied each pupil in grades above the fourth. Be- 
low that grade the pupils, aided by the teacher, should 
make their own dictionaries.

Our language is a precious heritage. It should be passed 
on to each generation enfiched and with a deepened appre- 
ciation for its beauty and aptness.

“And that doesn’t in- 
clude the cost of publicity and 
exploitation. You can never sup- 
port that kind of an outlay. 

“Besides, if you pay that much 
to Liberace, think how much 
other stars are going to ask! If 
you want holdouts like Jack 
Benny, Dinah Shore, Danny 
Kaye, Bob Hope and Bing Cros- 
by, you'll have to pay fantastic 
money.”

Contract 
Bridge

AST in the deal below was 
much too kind to the declarer 
who had misplayed the hand. 
South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 


South West North East 
Pass- 2N.T. Pass 
Pass Pass Pass 

Although the bidding might 
have been more “scientific,” the 
slam contract was sound engugh. 

West chose the natural lead 
from his holding, the queen of 
hearts, and dummy won. South 
cashed the jack and queen of 
trumps, then led a club to the 
queen. East scooped up the trick 
and shifted to a low diamond. 

Declarer won with the dia- 
mond ace and now, rather belat- 
edly, saw the possibility of es- 
tablishing a diamond trick in 
dummy without risk, thereby 
obviating the need for a club 
finesse against the jack. He 
cashed the diamond king, went 
to dummy with a trump, dis- 
carded his last diamond on the 
other heart honor and ruffed a 
diamond. The suit breaking 3-3, 
this ruff established a safe dis- 
carding spot for South’s third 
club, and so the slam was “in.” 

If South had timed the dia- 
mond establishment properly, no 
line of defense could have de- 
feated him, but as he actually 
played the hand it would have 
been an excellent idea for East 
to refuse the first club lead. 
This would have robbed declarer 
of a vital entry to dummy and 
would have made it impossible 
to set up and reach dummy’s 
fourth diamond. Thus, South 
would have ended up by losing 
two clubs or a club and a dia- 
mond, 

The moral is that it does not 
always pay to take an ace at 
pre first chance, even against a 
slam,
